"BROTHERHOOD WEEK, February 19-26. Brotherhood: Believe it-~live it—support 
it, urged the National Conference of Christians and Jews. ‘Brotherhood is Every- 
body's Business," emoted the kosher press as it carried brotherhood greetings from 
Karl :Shoe Stores Ltd; from Jack Benny; from Associated Brewers, distributors of 
Schlitz, Olympia and Tuborg Beer; from Dugan Brothers' Garage; from Nate's liquor 

Stores from Pioneer Meat Packers; from U-Drive Truck & Trailer Rental Co.; from 
Marty’s Inn (Prime Rib--Chuck Wagon, delightful place to eat); from Ritz Plumbing 
(Call us for reliable service) -— these being sample items lifted from a huge spread 
of ads suggestive of the well-thumbed yellow pages of the telephone book. 

Shar space with these felicitations were announcements of impending Purim 
festivities and greetings of the same commercial tinge ("JOYOUS PURIM! From the 
Colgate-Palmolive Company, makers of these fine Kosher Products-—Ajax, Fab, Vel..). 
Purim, the "gayest festival of them all", is the annual commemoration of the classic 
2500=year=-old example of victory over "anti-Semitism" in the hanging of Haman,whose 
name is used today interchangeably with that of Hitler, Nasser, Franco, Joseph 
McCarthy and any other object of :itg hatred by organized Jewry, which takes its 
stand on the proposition, as stated editorially by The B'nai B'rith Messenger of 
June 18, 1954, that "The Hamans of the world are far from extinct. As long as there 
is one anti-Semite--there is one incipient Haman."* Joyous Purim rings out its merry 
message around the world. Queen Esther reigns again at countless Purim balls. The 
Jewish press reports that fifty floats added lustre to the occasion in Jerusalem and 
4000 schoolchildren dressed as Indians, cowboys and whatnot whooped it up in one of 
the gayest Purim celebrations the ancient city has experienced in many a year. 

Now winging his way to that ancient land is Samuel B. Gach, editor and publish- 
er of The California Jewish Voice. "By a macabre twist of history," he stated, “ow 
current trip fills us with mixed emotions--the joy of being in Israel again--and the 
realization that the primary purpose of going is to cover the trial of the beast re- 
sponsible for the destruction of a third of world Jewry. Mention of the name of 
Eichmann is enough to smother with horror any other emotion...Some argue that the 
day set for the trial should be turned into another Purim with all the joyous aban- 
don a wounded people can display when its arch-tormenter faces retribution. Others 
rightfully argue that you cannot kill Eichmann six million times. Therefore the 
trial date can be observed as a day of grief in memory of the Nazi beast's six 
million innocent victims."
